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ADVISORY ACTION 



1 . The drawings were received on October 28, 2004. These drawings are 
approved. 



2. Applicant's arguments with regard to claim 26 in the response filed October 28, 
2004 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The rejection of claim 26 
under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph is maintained. Although the specification 
describes using a comparator, it does not describe using a comparator and a second 
sub-correlator as recited in claim 26. According to page 28, lines 10-12, a comparator 
"may be used in place of the second sub-correlator" {emphasis added). Therefore, the 
specification does not disclose using both a comparator and a second sub-correlator. 

3. With regard to claims 4-6,19, 22-24, 28 and 32 in paragraphs 1 2-1 5 of the Final 
Rejection mailed July 16, 2004, the rejection of claims 4-6, 18-20, 22-24, 28 and 32 are 
not overcome by the amendment. The limitations that the Examiner cited as rendering 
the claims vague and Indefinite have not been amended or amended in such way as to 
clarify the invention. Therefore, the rejection of the respective Independent claims and 
dependent claims 8-17, 31-33, and 35 is not withdrawn. 

4. With regard to claims 1 9 and 20, the objection to "K correlation values 
transmitted from said first sub-correlator" on the last two lines (in paragraphs 4d and 4g 
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of the final Office Action mailed July 16, 2004) of the respective claims was not 
addressed in the response and is not withdrawn. 

5. With regard to claim 22, the objection in paragraph 4b of the final Office Action 
mailed July 16, 2004 was not addressed in the response and is not withdrawn. 

6. With regard to claim 30, the amendment results in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. §112, second paragraph and therefore, does not place the application in better 
form for appeal by materially simplifying or reducing the issues for appeal. 

7. With regard to claim 36, determining the number of plurality of sub-correlators in 
accordance with the divisor of a predetemiined length is a new issue that requires 
further search and/or consideration.
